The Present Aspect of Political 

Affairs. 


Thero can be no cloaror ovidonce of 
the Btato of public opinion in Victoria 
and tho adjaoont districts, with 
referonoo to tho system of Govoru- 
ment in this Colony, than that whioh 
is conveyed in tho iaot of tho whole 
of the candidates who have offered 
themselves lor solootion being unani- 
mous in their coudemuation of tho 
present irroBponsiblo and expensive 
Executive. There are five candidates 
now boforo the public who bolong 
more or less to Victoria City, and so 
far as their viows upon Roprosonta^ 
tive Government and liotronohmont, 
as expressed in their published ad- 
dressos, extend, wo should bo glad to 
Bee thorn all sent to tho Legislative 
Council ; wo might then havo some 
hope of immediate reform in our con- 
stitution ; but as this is unfortunatoly 
impoBsiblo, unless His Excolloncy thinks 
proper to tako tho suggestion offered, 
by tho seleotiou made by thoso oloctors 
who support tho unsuccessful candi* 
dates, and nominate thoso gentlemen 
to some of the peats in tbo Council 
which will remain open after tho 
officials and magistrate* are soatod — 
there is no stop that Mr Seymour oould 
tako which would havo a hotter ten- 
dency towards that reform which Iho 
.. rivals.. PQiAay...e.ls 5 -ias as necessary; 

people's wishes in any way, is not 
part of the Governor's policy ; nor is 
it that of the Bxeontive Council; the 
gentlemen who belong to this body 
eeem to havo mado up their minds 
that concession of power to the people 
is synonymous with official destruction 
to themselves; can thoro bo any more 
convincing proofs of unsoundness of 
tho whole Bystem ? If tho Governor 
and his officials had the courage to 
meet the people half-way, confidence 
would rapidly be restored amongst 
all claeseBin the Colony, but wo regret 
to bo compelled fo boliovo that states- 
manlike courage is not one of tbo 
attributes of tho Executive On the 
contrary, there is no politioal artifice 
from whioh, so far as wo may judge 
from antecedouts, tbo prosent govern- 
ment of tois Colony would shrink, 
whilst struggling to retain that sort 
of despotic power which wo all desire 
to subvert. Thore is a sort of clever- 
ness which would be creditable to the 
most wily oleotionoering agent, in tbo 
issuing of the instructions to hold 
elections, at tho time when tho inhabi- 
tants of Victoria were somewhat dis- 
tracted from the main questions of 
Reform in our Constitution, and Ilo« 
tronchment in our Expenditure, by 
tao'Si'ssussVofi of a ^pgtinn wbfab has- 
excited Gonsiderablo.|niorp i jt. and has 
evoked muoh argument amongst us of 
late. Th«*e was a symptom of divis« 
ion amongst the people, and wo must 
give the Executivo the credit of taking 
prompt advantage of the situation. 
A great mistake has been made by 
those of tho selectors who brought 
out a third candidate, who, although 
he is by ability and uprightuoss of 
oharaotor woll qualified for a seat in 
any Legislative Assembly, providod 
he could go thero untrammelled by 
professional connection with tho Gov- 
ernment, or with any othor influential 
corporation whoso interests aro not at 
all timoB supposed to bo exactly those 
of tho people, is an untried man in 
politics, and has como forward at this 
particular juncture with tho avowed 
object of keeping out of tho Council, 
one who is known as a staunch 
supporter of tho rights of tho people;

In my judgment 
no time should bo lost bv the people ID asserting, under 
the usual constitutional lories, iliat we have the desire 
and capacity lor Representative Institutions and lle- 
■ponslble Guver ment ; Oiat, after showing forb' aranco 
during two sessions of the Legislative Council till for- 
bearance has almost ccas-d to ho a virtue, wc as a pooplo 
demand the restoration ol our political righ s ; and that 
ns British subjects our right to participate in the Oov- 
orument ot tho Colony is as sacred aud inalienable as Ure 
righl or Her Majesty and her Successors to the Sovereign ty 
ot the country.

? A meeting was held yeatorday at Smith's 
Hall of ttaoso interested in the Viotoria 
Cemetery, for the purpose of arranging mea- 
sures for ila improvement. There were pre* 
■ent Hon W J Macdonald in the Chair, Rov 
F B Gribbell, Prinoipal of the Collegiate 
School, Rov E Uojraao, assistant Minister 
of tho Cathedral, Rov Trios Somerville of the 
Cburoh of Scotland, Dr Ash, Dr Tolmio, E Q 
Alston, John Russell, P Rilbet, J ilmcbin- 
800, C W Wallaoe, R Wullaco, S Nesbitt, 
Sebright Green and W Clayton, Esqru. 

«Mr Alston was appointed Secretary. The 
lairman called upon Dr Ash, who spoke 
of the necessity of closing tho present cemo« 
tery in the future, nod alluded to tho desira- 
bility of making what improvements were 
thought necessary before another cemetery 
was opened, and suggested that a commiiteo 
be formed for earryiug out tho wishes of tho 
meetiDgi 

Mr Alston briefly stated that the pro« 
miters of the meeting desired to drain the 
ground and to lay out two broad walks acroas 
from West to East with one or more trans - 
verso paths, and lo improve tho fences, and 
if possible to plunt trees and other ornnw 
mental shrubs. Tbey had laid the proposal 
before the heads of the various cburchts. 

Rev Thos Soroorvillo, on behalf of his 
congregation, promised cordial co-operation 
and moved that o general cominitteo bs 
formed consisting of two members from each 
denomination.

From the Mainland. 



The steamer Enterprise arrived last night 
f.-ors New Westminster, bavin;,' been detained 
as usual, by the log. She brought down the 
mails and oxproas from the interior, and 
about forty passengers. Amongst the latter 
were His Lurdehip Judge Begbie, Mr VVal- 
kem, Mrs Dr Bluck, Mrs Edmonds and Mrs 
Thomas. Tbo dates fioin Cariboo are to the 
llib. inst. Tho mails and letter express came 
down from Yale to New Westminster in a 
oanoe. Wo are requosted to siato that nei- 
ther the Cariboo Sentinel nor Yulo Examiner 
came down. Hon Mr Iiibaoa was re-elected 
without opposition for the Now Westminster 
district. Drs Black and Jonea havo vac- 
cinated about 800 iudians gratuitously, in the 
district. An Anglican Missionary meeting 
was held at* New Westminster on Monday 
last. Rev Mr Good, of tbo Lytton district, 
and Mr Duncan, of Metlakabtla, addressed 
the audience. 

At Yale tbe Assizes opened on the I3ih 
inst. Louis Hauticr wa« charged with shoot- 
ing, with intent, &c. He was discharged by 
the Grand Jury, but was subsequently bound 
over by the Bench to uppear on his own 
reoogoizance for trial at next assizes, as it 
appeare-d from tbe depositions that the case 
was one which demanded further investiga- 
tion. A Chioaman, charged with cutting, 
with intent, had a true hill found against 
Sim by the Grand Jury, but waa acquitted. 
An Indian, charged with housebreaking, wbb 
on bis own admission of gui't, given twelve 
months' hard labor. An Indian, charged 
with receiving stolen goods, was convicted 
by the Grand Jury, but was acquitted by a 
Petit Jury. There wero no Civil cases. 

It was thought that tho steamer would 
leave for New Westminster to day at noon. 



The Whaling Movement. 



A meeting was held yesterday afternoon 
at the store ol E Marvin, Esq, for the pur- 
pose of considering maturely tbe advisabil- 
ity of supporting our whaling interests. The 
meeting was attended by some of tho mer- 
chants and business men ol the city, who re- 
solved to pros-HOute whale fishing in our 
waters on the opening of the ensuing spring. 
With this view u company was formed wiin 
a capital ol SIO.000, and before the meeting 
broke up all the shares except eighteen were 
taken, viz, 82 out of 100. The bourd ol 
management consists of J R Stewart, Edgar 
Marvin, Capt Stamp, Ciipt Itaymnr and T 
L Stahlschmidt, with Mr John Kriemler ns 
secretary. It is further stated that Cap'ain 
Roys, who managed tbe lute expedition, will 
go to Honolulu bifure the ensuing season 
oommenees, and eni»a";e compiitont hands to 
assist him in carrying out the intentions ol 
tho now company. Unfavorable weather 
rendered tbe*hiio expedition unsuccessful; 
but tho formation ol this new company, coo. 
taining as it does many ol our best names, 
both as managers and stockholders, givon us 
rea'on to hope that next year will make 
im. ortant developments in connection with 
this interest. 

Oandidatk for Nanai.mo. — Mr David 
Babiugton Ring, we learn, will ollur himself 
(or Nanaimt) in the coming election, He 
will, with Ibe other popular candidates ol 
tho island, so far ns heard from, advocate a 
representative Government retrenchment &c, 
and of course that ' Court of Appeal.'

Sam Fuakcisco, Oct 21.— A tcrriQe 
shock of earthquake at eight o'clock this 
morning prostrated man/ brick buildings 
and caused the death of seven persons. 
The wholesale houses nro closed, many of 
thcin being unsafe and tottering. The 
damage is estimated at sovorul million 
dollars. Slight shocks have occurred 
frequently during the day. Los Angelos 
and soverul other towns havo sutlered 
fearfully. Tho excitement is great.

San Francisco, Oot 22— At 6>£ minutes 
before 8 o'cloolt yesterday morning San 
Francisco was visited by tbe severest earth- 
quake shock that has ever been known ; 
the general direction of tho shock was from 
south-east lo north-west. The shock lasted 
42 seconds, and gathered violence us it con- 
tinued, until near the eud ; the time of the 
second shock was 9:23 o'clock, duration 15 
seconds, direction the earns aa before, but 
lighter and briefer; tremors occurred at in- 
tervals of about half an hour, uutil 15 min- 
utes past 12 o'cl ck. Tbe initial Bhock was felt 
most severely along tho eastern side of the 
city and within the limits of made land, be- 
tween Montgomery street and the water. 
On solid land oulside of tbo thickly built 
business portions of l l 9 oily, there was no 
serious damage done to any well construct- 
ed bouso ; in the limits of made land, at least 
a score of brick buildings were badly strain- 
ed or cracked, so that business cannot bo 
resumed in lbem and they may have to be 
pulled down. Business is generally bus- 
pe-ded. In every case but ono of tbo Intnl 
casualties, 'hey 'wlicd from falling corni- 
ces or firewalls on sidowalka beneath. Had 
the shock occurred half an hour later, a 
larger number of poisons would havo been 
killed and wounded. The greatest dumage 
has been done to a belt extending several 
hundred feet wide, and running about north- 
west and south-east, commencing near the 
Custom Huuso and ending near Pulaom 
street wharf, injuring and demolishing in 
its courso tho following buildings: 

Clay street, Graves Wiro worker; Howard 
Building, Oiay and SanBomo sireots ; A S 
llosenbuum & Co., (Jluy nnil Ilaltery otreelsj 
S P Taylor & Co ; J Prank & Co; M Reese's 
building, California stroet near Sansomo; the 
old one story brick building opposito thp 
Now Orleans warehouse; Coft'y & Ri«i!on's 
new building, Bush and Market stroutu ; 
Booth A Cn, Mission and First streets; Gas 
Oo.s building; Howard, Fremont and Fol- 
som Htrcet wharls; ihit Custom House is terri- 
bly damaged ond questionable whether it 
will admit of repairs, tho building is closed, 
tho business of tho dopartmoot being tenv- 
porurily removed to the Internal Revenue 
Office. Coffey & Hindoo's building, tho walls 
ol which wero very thin is completely de- 
molished. Bench (ey building. Oriental block 
and Murphy & Grant's building, all adjoin- 
ing Cofloy & Riadon's, were not injured in 
the slightest degree. The roof of tho old 
Mechanics Mill on MiFsiou street corner ol 
Fremont wus prostrated and tho walls wore 
badly toppled over into tho nlreiit in soviral 
places. Tho Dlephanloa' Uo-operativo Mill, 
Missiou street was badly damaged; the 
plonking in the centro of Mission Btreet in 
front of the mill exposes an opening eight to 
ten inches in diamuter, and openings of the 
ground arc also plainly to be seen on Fre- 
mont street in the suuie vicinity ; tho flior of 
the Pacific Foundry is raised about two feet 
in places; in the Union Foundry First Btreet 
corner of Misoion, most of tho machinery is 
displaced; the San Francisco Gaa Works 
suffered i.dverelji the tall chimney foil 
through tho rcol und .the main walls aro 
badly orucked, on Fremont Btreet, tlio do- 
Btruoliun is still greater— a groat quuntily of 
of coal was stored in tbo builditig and the 
,« itluttftlU 'MUSK ££> 
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pressuro ol a mass forced the wall out on the 
Fremont street side, from tho roof to tbe 
foundation for the space of about 50 feet; 
tbo Oity Hall is in a very bad oonditiou and 
the only people inhabiting it at present are the 
officers of the Fire Department. The Courts 
are adjourned and tho prisoners were taken 
from the Station House to tho County Jail. 
A line has been atretobed across the front 
to keep people away. A part of tbo walls 
of the now Calvary Ghurcb fell down. At 
tbo corner of Market and First streets, the 
ground opened in a fissure several inches 
wide and forty or fifty feet in length ; in all 
be other places tho ground opened and 
water was forced above tbe surface. At No 
138 Nutomi street, Charles Moneyponny's 
briok boarding bouse was made a total 
wreck, most of it was thrown down ; at No 
144 same street, John Farmer's house was 
badly injured and most of bis furniture was 
destroyed ; all the patients in the United 
States Marino hospital were removed, tbe 
structure having been declared unsafe. Hows 
nrd'a building, Battery street between Clay 
and Commercial, the cornices and port'ons ol 
tbe fire wall have fallen and ore demolished. 
Thuronur & Zinn's, and building ocoupied by 
them is badly cracked ; on Sacramento 
stroet 'he ohimney of the Mint building is so 
badly damaged that it became necessary to 
close tbo establishment for ropairs. Tbe 
wulls ol Kimball & Go's carriage factory, 
corner Bryant and Fourth streets, wero con- 
siderably cracked ; tho walls of the Brevort 
Houso on Mission street p/do were badly 
shattered ; on California street, below Son- 
some, a largo three etory brick bniiding for- 
merly occupied by lleynemann ife Co was 
wholly ruined; in an adjoining ono occupied 
by the Pucillc pump factory tLo walls were 
lhrown partly down. On the opposite side 
of California stroet, a houso owned by 
Michael Reese was badly wreoked. Nearly 
all the windows of the stores on Third street 
between Miasion and Market, wore broken; 
tbe Mission Woollen Mills are damaged to a 
considerable extent; the large chimney on 
the Sugar Refinery on Eighth street was 
badly crocked and about 6 to 10 feet of the 
top thrown through tbe roof, Tho following 
casualties are reported: 

W Strong killed ou Clay street, Wil- 
liam Best was killed at the Occidental 
HoIhI : Mansfield, a tinner, was reported 
killed on Sacramento street ; two Chinamen 
wero killed ; Joseph Nesbitt was struck by 
a falling awning and waa terribly injured 
about the head uud spine ; at Cufley k. Ris» 
don's building there was buried in tha ruina 
a Mr Show, there are no hopes of his rex 
covery; two ladies on Folsorn street had 
their logs broken, and numerous cases of 
serious injury occurred in different parts of 
tho city. At Oakland, Martinez, and all 
places around tho bay the earthquake was 
very severe. Tha jail and court house at 
San Lcundro fell down, and two or three 
persons wero killed ; at Haywood Alameda 
Co, Edmundson's new warehouse, is com- 
pletely mined. The flour mill of llelsop & 
Morse fell flit on the ground; Tony Oaksi 
hotel is in ruins, also the Washington Hotel, 
Tbo Chamber of Commerce estimate damage 
in Sun Francisco at about half a million of 
dollars (?) but will probably over-rnn that. 

Petaluma, Oct 21 — A great many obim* 
neys iu different parts of the city were 
brokeu oil at tbe roof and many were entire- 
ly destroyed ; ono large stone residence had 
the entire front thrown down. 

Tho brick buildings in ib ! s city were more 
or iesa cracked and injured. 

Europe* 

London, Oct. 18 — There aro rumors of 
a lnrge reduction of tho French army, 
which imparls confidence in tho mainten- 
ance of peace and tho expectations of 
liberal reform by tho Emperor. 

The Parliamentary canvas throughout 
Great Britian is becoming very lively. 
Several Tory members of the last House 
of Commons, withdrew their names as 
candidates and retired discouraged. 

The liberals aro confident that tbey wil 1 
have a majority of 35 or moro on a full 
vote in the next IIouro. 

Roebuck's hostility to the Trado Unions, 
insures his success in Sliellield. 

Gladstone is actively canvassing South 
Lancashire where he dail) addresses a 
largo ur.d enthusiastic meeting 

The succession to tho Spanish throne 
remains undelorinined ; tho choice ol 
Prince Alfred of England which hud 
been suggested, is regarded ns absurd 
a ml impossible, because ho is a Pro- 
testant. Tlio iiiuno of Pe'rdinando, 
ex King of Portugal is mentioned with 
favor, though he is tiliraiiioiitano in relig- 
ion, lie is regarded as politically liberal 
and is popular in Spain, and would bo 
unobjectionable, to Napoleon. 

Madrid, Oct. 18 — General Prim has 
received tho title of Marshal of Spain. 
General Di'lce, Duke of Madrid ; tho 
deputation of Cubans havo arrived. They 
held a consultation, with llic Central 
Junta, and have agreed on tho tneosures 
providing for tlio gradual abolition of 
slavery. 

The Republicans commenced agitation 
in Barcelona, they protest against the 
ucts of Generals Prim, und Serrano. 

General Serrano lias gone to Saragossa 
and made a speech there; lie promised that 
tho Provisional Junta of Madrid should 
resign at the meeting of tlio constitutional 
convention. 

Eastern States. 

New YORK, Oct 18 — Negotiations aro 
in progress between tho Amerioau Atlan- 
tic Telegraph Cablo Company of this 
city and koihd foreign eupiialiats to lay a 
cable direct to Belgium, and responsible 
parlies aro ready to enter into a contract 
to put down tho cablo for 8500,000.

Editorial Correspoudeuce-No. 15. 

Kiagara Falls, Aug 19th, 1868. 
Ever since I can remember I huvo beeu 
an anxious seekor after knowledge in every 
thing pertaining to the groat natural wonder, 
Niagara Falls. I havo read the reports of 
travellers, scanned closely paintings nnd 
photographs, listened with open mouthed in- 
terest to the eloguent descriptions of learned 
tourists as they proceeded lo unfold to the 
mental gaze of untravelled hoarers a picture 
of tho beauty and sublimity ol tho sceno, and 

I have at last come to the vory spot ol 
which I have heard, thought aud dreamt ao 
much, to find that it has never beon described 
at all. Nay, more; to be convinced that the 
place is beyond doscription— that ro words, 
however uppropriate.no combination of ideas, 
however felicitous, no painting however 
skilllully drawn, can do juslioo to Niagara. 
The boauty, the sublimity, tbe might and 
majesty ol the wonderful sceno presented on 
all sides, ond the feeling of awa that seizes 
upon the senses of he who beholds for the 
first time the immense torrent tearing madly 
down from the great height into the depths 
of the stream below, and losing itself in tbe 
cloud of spray whicb eternally hoverj ovor 
and around tbe mighty cataract, ia liko the 
scene itself indescribable. We reached 
Niagara after dark, and all night long the 
distant roar ot tho rivor aa it bounded over 
tbe rocks and threw itself into the deptl.s 
below oould be distioctly heard. In tbe 
morning, guided by the roar and the spray, 
we made our way to the falls. The number 

II visitors was large, as it is always at this 
season, and tbo interest manifested by those 
who beheld tho great work of tho Almighty 
seemed never to Dag nor grow less. From 
Point Prospect, a very fine side view of tho 
American Falls is had; but by crossing a 
bridge built over the ropida to Goat Island 
the view is improved. Goat Island is half a 
mile Ion? by a quarter broad. It divides 
the rapids at its upper end and reaches to 
the very verge of tbo falls, where it eeems 
ready at any moment to topple over into the 
angry flood. It cr-ates a break of 330 feet 
in what would otherwise he an uninterrupt- 
ed fall of water stretching from the American 
to the Canadian side. Luna Island is a 
small strip lying to tbe right of Gcat Island 
and hangs like the latter upon tho vory 
verge of the cataract. At this point, in 
1849, a terrible accident occurred. Among a 
party of tourists who had gathered on its 
banks were & little girl and a young man 
from Buffalo. As the parly were leaving 
the Island, the young man seized the girl in 
his arms and held her ovor the edge of tbo 
bank, exclaiming -'I nra going lo throw you 
in " A sudden impulso of fear caused the girl to 
bound from bia grasp and fall into the rush- 
ing etreim. With aloud cry of horror the 
young man sprang after her, and both went 

found a few days subsequently, T.nni Is- 
land is so called because it ia the Jbest point 
from whioh to view tho lunar bnw. From 
this poiat, nli«o, we had a fine, view of the 
solar bow, always visible when tiiu sun shines 
on tho falls, which is often as round aa a hoop 
in lorm. From Luua Island we returned to 
Goat Island and proceeded to the stairs 
whence Sam Patch jumped twice successfuley 
into the falls in 1829. Exchanging our own 
for oilier clothing we descended the stairs 
and passed under the talis into tho Cave ol 
tho Winds, at the foot ol tbo American cata- 
ract, whence we looked up and saw the 
great body of water pouring over tbe cliff 
104 feet abovo Ui, seeming every instant 
prepared lo engnlph ns, but so strong and 
violent are tho currents of air crcatod by the 
rush of tho torrent that long b.fore the 
water reached us it was turned into spray, 
and although instantly wat to the Bkin we 
experienced no other iuconvonience, if I may 
except tho disagreeable buffetting of the 
wind which was so fierce at times aa to 
force us to grasp for aocurity, tho hand- 
rail of a narrow lootbridgo whioh atretobos 
from boulder to boulder, and this not with- 
standing tbe atmosphere wo had left a few 
momenta beforo was oppressively calm. 
Somo idea of the force with which the con- 
ducting currents of air play tibout rhis point 
may be formed when I inform you that the 
oavo which ia somo 120 foet high by 100 
across and 30 deep, has been hollowod out of 
the solid trap rock over which tho immense 
body of water ruahea by their action. 
Olumbering with difficulty over the slippery, 
slimy rocks we regained tbo stairs in safety, 
and having rooorded our names in tho visi- 
tor's book proceeded to view the many other 
beauties with which the spot is ao richly en- 
dowed. Leaving Goat I-land wo prooeeded to 
Terropin Towor which lies at the extreme 



southern end of tho Canadian or Horseshoe 
Falls. The tower Is built upon a few 
scattered musses of rocks on tho very 
bank of the great fall. The scene 
from thia point is sublime ar.d awe-in- 
spiring. On your loft you seo the American 
Falls, the wator tumbling headlong on ibe 
broken rocks, nnd busting into white fonm. 
reasceoding in clouds of spray, whilo in 
front wo have Bpread out in all i ts majesty 
and sublimity, the Canadian Fulls, ihe 
emerald green color of the water of which 
presents a pleasing contrast with that of tbe 
dark blue hue of the sheet we hud just left. 
But I will let the great Dickens describe 
the soene in all I is might and majesty : 

"The Niagara was forever stamped upon 
my heart, an image oi beauty to remain 
(hero, changelesa and indelible, until its 
pulse8 cease to beat forover * * * To 
wander to und frow all day, and seo tho ealu' 
root from all points of view; to stand upon 
the edge of the great Hors shoe Fall, muRing 
the hurried water gathering strength as it 
approached the verge, yet seeming, too, to 
pause beforo it shot into the gulf below; to 
gaze from the river's level, up at the torrent 
as it came streaming down; to climb the 
neighboring heights und watch it through 
ibe trees, and see the wreathing water iu 
the rapids hurrying on to take its fearful 
plunge; te linger in the shadow ol the 
solemn rocks three miles below, wutcbing tbo 
river as, stirred by no visible cause, it beaved 
and eddied and awoke the echoes, being 
troubled yet far down beneath tho EUiface by 
its great loop; to have hazard btfoio me, 

lighted hj tiio ouu liiiu itj tiiu liiuoil, leu iu 

the days decline, and gray as evening slowly 
fell upon it ; to look upon it every day, nnd 
wake up in. tho night and hear its ceaseless 
voice-- this waa enough, 1 think in every 
quiet season now, Btill do these waters roll, 
and leap, nnd roar, aud tumble nil day long ; 
still ure the rainbows spanning them a 
hundred foet below ; still when Ihe sun is 
on them, do they shine and glow like a-.oltes 
gold ; still, whon the day is glowing, do tbey 
full like snow, or Boem to crumble away like 
the front of a great chalk cliff, or roll down 
the rock like deneo white smoke, But al- 
as it comes down, and always Jrorr^itp no. 1 
fathomable grave arises that tremendous 
ghost of spray and mi s t which ia never laid ; 
which has haunted this plnco with the same 
dread solemnity, since darkness brooded on 
the deep, and that first flood before the 
deluge— light — came gushing on Cieation at 
tbe word of God.
